i Draft Regulations 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These 
Regulations may be called the Bureau of Energy Efficiency 
(Advisory Committees) Regulations, 2008.

9. Minutes of the meeting.—The minutes of the 
proceedings of each meeting shall be circulated to each 
member of the Advisory Committees and shall be confirmed 
at the next meeting with or without modifications as the 
case may be. 

10. Quorum of the meeting.—The quorum 
necessary for transaction of business at a meeting of the 
Advisory Committee shall be one-third ofthe total number 
of members of the Committee besides the Chairperson. 

11. Filling of vacancy.—(1) A vacancy on the 
Policy Advisory Committee caused by resignation, or 
otherwise, of the Chairperson or a member shall be filled up 
in terms of regulation 1 

(2) The person so appointed under sub-regulation (1) 
shall hold office only for the remaining term of the outgoing 
member. 

12. Fee and allowances payable to members ofthe 
Policy Advisory Committee.—The members ofthe Policy 
Advisory Committees specified in clauses (1) to (t) of 
sub-regulation (3) of regulation 3, while travelling for 
attending a meeting of the Advisory Committee or in 
connection with any official assignment given to them shall 
be entitled to fee and allowances on par with fee and 
allowances payable to members of the Governing CounciL
